Poor Play, So-So Cast Make 
‘The Happy Time’ Not Quite

Theatre Atlanta, which ‘began-its season with an excellent pro- 
duction of ‘‘No Time for Sergeants,’’ lifed the wraps Friday night on 
the second show of the year—‘‘The Happy Time” by Samuel Taylor. 


In brief, “‘The Happy Time’’ is 
much less happy a time than 
was ‘‘No Time for’ Sergeants.” 
The reasons are obvious:

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City School Plan 
Outlines Problem 


Text of the first draft of the Atlanta 
Board of Education’s plan to meet a 
federal court order to end legally imposed 
segregation in the city’s schools contains 
primarily a pupil-placement plan which 
already has been upheld in the courts. 

Similar plans in operation in other 
Southern states and cities have been 
a satisfactory substitute for closing the 
schools. They give boards of education 
greater authority than ever before in lo- 
cal control of education. They provide 
the alternative to massive desegregation 
or ending the public school system. 

Submission of the plan, of course, will 
comply with the immediate orders of the 
court. But finally, considering the con- 
flict between federal court rulings and 
existing Georgia laws, the answer will 
rest with the Georgia General Assembly. 
And while we pray it does not happen, 
Little Rock’s school board chairman, 
Everett Tucker Jr., told audiences in 
Georgia this week that apparently noth- 
ing short of closing them will sell politi- 
cians on the fallacy of closed schools. 

Within the text of the plan the board 
shows the grave problems facing educa- 
tion in Atlanta in general. There is, for 
instance, the shocking revelation that in 
September, 1960, and in spite of a 39-mil- 
lion-dollar construction program since 
1948 and many bond issue, there will be 
a shortage of 580 classrooms in Atlanta 
schools. 

This means that approximately 15,- 
000 students will be without classrooms. 
Yet the city has made great efforts to 
keep abreast and pays 62 per cent of 
public school costs from local funds. De- 
spite continued annual enrollment in- 
creases, Atlanta has received no state 
capital outlay funds for buildings and 
equipment since 1952 although the state 
has an obligation of several million dol- 
lars. We know of no other city in the 
nation which foots as big a part of its 
public school bill as does Atlanta. 

Yet handicapped by a state system of 
disbursing funds which penalizes the city 
for trying to meet its educational chal- 
lenge, Atlanta faces the further prospect 
of state closing of all its schools, It is, of 
course, unrealistic under such circum- 
stances to imagine that Atlantans will be 
willing to continue to support a state sys- 
tem to the extent they do now. 

The Atlanta School Board has no al- 
ternative but to comply with the court 
orders to come up with a plan. But the 
ultimate fate of 116,000 or more students 
in city schools rests with the General 
Assembly. So does the fate of public ed- 
ucation in the state.

Timely Plan Advanced 
For Growth of Emory 


In requesting a $15,000,000 building 
program and an increase in endowment 
by $20,000,000, Emory University Presi- 
dent S. Walter Martin told the board of 
trustees: 

“No institution which expects to con- 
tinue serving the society of which it is 
a part can remain unchanged .. . by 
1970, when enrollment should level off, 
we expect to have about 5,000 students.” 
(The present number is 4,135.) 

President Martin is wise to request 
and plan now. The trustees will, of 
course, concur and implement. 

Emory University more and more be- 
comes important to the Southern and na- 
tional educational scene. It is a univer- 
sity which grows in prestige because its 
work is sound. It is truly a university, 
with a highly respected medical school 
about which has grown a great medical 
and research center; a dental school, law 
echool, and colleges of arts and sciences, 
We believe Emory, properly supported, 
will in time become one of the major 
universities in the nation and of vital, 
necessary strength to the South. 

We trust that adequate support will 
be forthcoming quickly from institutions, 
alumni and public.

Safe Drivers Deserve — 
Lower Insurance Rate 


A start finally has been made toward 
giving careful drivers a reduced rate on 
insurance premiums. 

Commissioner Zack Cravey has ap- 
proved one company’s plan for offering 
lower rates to drivers with a history of 
safe operation. It. will result in savings 
of. up to 44 per cent on premiums for 
those affected, Cravey. announced. 

The commissioner has similar pro- 
_ posals from other firms under considera- 
tion. Study of these should be expedited 
so that they can be put into effect as 
soon as possible. 

While insurance companies in recent 
years have expressed deep concern over 
higher costs of automobile repairs, 
larger settlements awarded by juries in 
damage suits, etc., the safe driver also 
has a legitimate gripe. Why should he 
help pick up the tab for the higher cost of

insurance necessitated by the reckless 
demons of the highways? 

A stiff schedule of rates is justified 
for those with poor driving records. But 
those with a clean slate should not have to 
pay as much. Establishment of rates on

No Matter the Route, 
Gas Prices Go Higher 


As a result of a Georgia Public Serv- 
ice Commission ruling on Monday, users 
of natural gas in the area served by the 
Atlanta Gas Light Co. will begin paying 
$5,212,564 more per year on Nov. 16. 
Other companies serving other areas of 
the state also were granted hikes. 

The whopping increases, second in less 
than three years, are made necessary for 
the same reason as the previous ones— 
an increase in the wholesale rate by pipe- 
line suppliers. 

Action on the Atlanta company’s re- 
quest for an additional $3,378,528 per 
year raise to provide a “fair return” on 
its investments was deferred. If granted, 
the average increase in natural gas prices 
to consumers here would amount to 17 
per cent. 

What is so irritating about it all is 
that the increases by the pipeline suppli- 
ers were made simultaneously, subject to 
approval by the Federal Power Commis- 
sion. Presumably after a year or so, the 
FPC will affirm or dany them—probably 
the former. By that time, of course, the 
customers can be expected to have be- 
come adjusted to them. 

We remember, of course, the concerted 
drive by a nation-wide lobby several 
years ago to relieve the natural gas in- 
dustry from regulation by the FPC. Fail- 
ing in their objective because of public 
alarm at so brazen an effort, suppliers 
since have taken the FPC route. But 
Whatever the route, cost of natural gas 
gradually is approaching that of other 
fuels and whatever competitive advan- 
tage it may have had is being lessened. 

When’ translated finally into living 
costs, such huge rate increases will spell! 
more inflation. Let the FPC consider that 
factor in reaching a decision as well as 
the connection between the petroleum 
and natural gas industries,

Of course 
he is right; indeed Premier Khru- 
shchev admits it is not commu- 
nism, although he says the sys- 
tem will ultimately ‘‘progress’’ 
into that. 

Next, Mr. Thomas said _ the 
Russian system isn’t socialism. 
The Russians noisomely insist 
their system is socialism but 
neither Robert Owen, Karl Marx, 
Eugene V. Debs, Upton Sinclair 
nor Norman Thomas would rec- 
ognize ‘the Russian economy for 
one moment as socialistic. 

The system of paying (by Rus- 
sian standards) enormous sal- 
aries and perquisites to high- 
ranking bureaucrats, scientists 
and artists has nothing in com- 
mon with Karl Marx's cry, 
From each according to his abil- 


ity—to each according td his 
need.”’ 

What then does Russia have? 
Mr. Thomas calls it “national 
capitalism."” The pace is not fast 
but the Russian system is be- 
coming somewhat more like 
capitalism—a special brand of 
capitalism—every day. Witness 
the recent inauguration of the in- 
stallment system. of consumer 
purchasing.

Nuclear Test Truce 
Satisfies Red Aim 


WASHINGTON—It develops that Gov. Rock- 
efeller was not, as some thought, making an 
issue with the President—or with Nixon—when 


he recently advocated that the United States resume underground 
nuclear testing (from which there is little or no fall-out hazard) un- 
less the Soviet Union accepts an effective inspection system without 


undue delay. 

Rockefeller and the Eisenhower 
administration are saying the 
same thing although, interesting- 
ly enough, Rockefeller said it 
first. 

What they are both saying— 
and I think, rightly—is that un- 
less the Soviets give some sign 
of agreeing to methods of policing 
a test ban, the United States will 
not keep its temporary suspen- 
sion in force indefinitely. 

Some will earnestly argue that 
for the United States to resume 
even underground nuclear testing 
while the Geneva negotiations 
are still in progress would re- 
duce, if not destroy, the chances 
of reaching an agreement, that 
it would be “provocative” at a 
time of apparent cold-war thaw 
and would hurt our position with 
the neutral countries. 

These are important § argu- 
ments. They cannot and should 
not be lightly dismissed. But it is 
my conviction that the balance 
of argument is on the other side. 

Is there any reason to doubt 
that the Soviets would like to get 
the West to accept an indefinite 
end to testing with either no in- 
spection or feeble inspection? 
That is the position they_took for 
many months and have thus far 
agreed to very limited — and 
from our viewpoint completely in- 
adequate — inspection. 

Is there any reason to doubt 
that the Soviets would like to per- 
suade or inveigle the West into a 
continuous de facto suspension of

Outlook Is Bright 
For Better World 


A friend has passed along to me a story of 
an enterprising salesman who was demonstrat- 
ing a complicated toy to a young mother. But 


testing which would be stretched 
out indefinitely into the future 
by stretching out negotiations in- 
definitely into the future — with 
still no agreement on inspection? 

This leads to the heart of the 
matter. I believe that it would 
further, rather than impair, the 
chances of getting the Soviets to 
agree to adequate inspection—if 
they are ever going to agree—by 
letting it be candidly clear that 
we will not only refuse to accept 
a test ban without real controls 
but will not accept a continuous 
de facto suspension without real 
controls. 

Let us be clear-headed about 
this. If we think it foolhardy to 
accept a nuclear test-ban agree- 
ment without inspection, then we 
must make it clear that we will 
not turn an uninspected tempo- 
rary suspension into an indefi- 
nite stay. They are the same thing 
and that is exactly what the So- 
viets want. 

Now that the negotiations have 
been going on so long, surely the 
best way to find out whether the 
Soviets will agree to something 
adequate is to serve notice that 
they can’t get a permanent end 
to tests without inspection by our 
continuous extension of the tem- 
porary suspension. 

Premier Khrushchev has said 
that he is quite willing to nego- 
tiate a step-by-step disarmament 
agreement. There is no better 
first step than an enforceable ban 
on nuclear tests.

The Warm Peninsula 


J ACKSONVILLE—Here in the land of advertised 
sunshine and frequent showers, the football noose is be- 
coming as common as orange juice. 


Scholars, who probably never made the Gra-Y team back home. 
have gone on a hanging binge. They've strung up, in effigy, Bob 
Woodruff of Florida, Andy Gustafson of Miami, Perry Moss of 
Florida State and Marcelino Huerta, 
Jr. of Tampa. It seems that only Jake 
Gaither, the highly successful Florida 
A&M coach, has escaped the rope. 


The Florida press, 
Woodruff's dismissal 
became the most successful Gator 
~ coach in modern times, opened fire 
* again just before Georgia arrived on 
the battlefront. 


A story in the Tampa _ Tribune 
bugled the recurring rumor that Wood- 
ruff will be ousted at the end of the 
season. Florida Pres. J. Wayne Reitz, 
a staunch Woodruff supporter, declined 
comment other than to say that he was 
‘sick and tired of newspapers having 
nothing more to talk about than this 
during the football season.” 


In Florida, however, Woodruff an- 
nually is a favorite topic. The attitude

Outlar 
of the anti-Woodruff group merely amplifies a disturbing trend in 


college and professional sports. If you don’t win ‘em all, you're 
nothing at all in the eyes of too many people. 
It’s extremely difficult to understand the reasoning, if any, 


behind the campaign to fire Woodruff. Before he arrived in Gaines- 
ville, Florida was the perennial doormat of the conference. During 
the Woodruff regime, the Gators rank sixth in SEC society with a 
°7-28-4 conference record. And in the country’s toughest football 
league, a near .500 batting average isn’t a mark to snub. In fact, 
seven of the 12 members have failed to break even in the decade 
Woodruff has coached at Florida. 


Overall, the man has posted a 51-41-6 chart, and only last 
season he carried the Gators to the Gator Bowl. It was Florida’s 
second bowl trip, a junket Florida had never made before Wood- 
ruff took over. During the four years prior to Woodruff’s arrival, 
the lowly Gators won 13 and lost 26 games.

True, racing-rich Florida has far more dough in the treasure 
chest. these days, but the institution has received a run for its 
money under Woodruff. 


The traditional scuffle with Georgia may be used as an elastic 
yardstick. Woodruff's Gators have whipped the Bulldogs six times 
in nine, games, but Georgia still ows a lopsided 24-1l-1 advantage 
in the series. 


Wallace Butts and other member#! of the SEC coaching fraternity 
will testify’ from often bitter experience that Woodruff is one of 
the sounddst defensive coaches in the game. However, he isn't a 
glib-tongued gentleman willing to cater to big-shot alumni. And he’s 
his own worst enemy when dealing with hostile segments of the 
Florida press. 


Even Woodruff’s most biased critics can’t complain abéut the 
success he has achieved against Georgia, and over the years the 
Gators haven’t had a more important series: The Bulldogs have 
scored on Florida only once in four games; they’ve won only once 
in seven years. 


But the bowl-minded Bulldogs are determined to fracture the 
Florida hex Saturday. Most of the troops participated in last year’s 
frustrating contest, and they’re eager to erase the memory of that 
stinging afternoon. Georgia made 18 first downs, Florida made 3 
Thanks to a dazzling 76-yard run by little Jimmy Dunn, Florida 
made seven points, Georgia made six. 


With the exception of the South Carolina game, this streak of 
generosity hasn't cropped up in Bulldog battles this season. Butts’ 
men are laying a 6-1 record on the line, the finest mark they've | 
brought into Florida since 1948. And,. of course, the ambitious Bull- 
dogs are anxious to impress Gator Bowl committeemen in their 
own back yard. 


Francis Tarkenton and company will exhibit the most accurate 
passing attack in college football, a fine running game and a stiff 
defense. With Tarkenton and Cttarley Britt doing most of the hur!- 
ing, Georgia has completed 62 of 98 passes, a startling percentage 
of 63.3. Florida, boasting the fifth ranking pass defense in the land, 


will give the Georgia air game a thorough test. 
~ 


The Bulldogs have scored at least two touchdowns against seven 
foes. Only South Carolina has crossed the Georgia goal twice. 


After winning its first three games and tying Rice, Florida lost 
to Vandy, then bowed to powerful LSU, 9-0, and Auburn, 6-0, on 
successive weekends. . 


The Woodruff furore is likely to put the Gators in a fighting 
frame of mind. But Georgia has come too far to retreat at this 
point. If our crystal ball isn’t on the blink, Florida students can 
ready the scaffold for another party. Georgia is the choice by a 
14-0 margin. 


—Tech, Tennessee Picked to_Pull Upsets 


In South Bend, Ind., Georgia Tech and Notre Dame will clash 
for the 18th time in a series launched by the immortal Knute Rockne 
and Bill Alexander. Notre Dame holds a decided edge over most of 
the big name schools in college football, and Tech is no exception. 
The Irish have won 15, the Engineers only two. 


Tech’s chances of winning are brighter than at any time since 
Coach’ Alex’s 1942 team won, 13-6. This is only the third Dodd- 
coached edition to battle Notre Dame. And the Chief Engineer 
won't ever forget his last visit to South Bend in 1953. 


Tech was rolling along unbeaten in 31,.games, when a great 
Notre Dame team snapped the skein, 27-14. It was in that game 
that freshman quarterback Wade Mitchell played 60 minutes of 
terrific football for Tech. 


On this visit to the Irish campus, quarterback is the key prob- 
lem. Offensive ace Fred Braselton isn’t expected to play due to an 
ailing right arm. Walter Howard, who hasn't logged a single varsity 
minute this year, must shoulder the heavy load. 


Joe Kuharich’s first Notre Dame outfit appears to hold a de- 
cided edge over Tech on offense. But the Engineers seem far 
superior on defense, Tech has yielded 67 points in compiling a 
5-2 record. Notre Dame has surrendered 113 en route to a 3-3 chart. 


Tech should riddle the porous Irish pass defense for two touch- 
downs. Notre Dame likes to throw the long ball, bad habit against 
alert Engineer defenders. In what should be a wide-open duel, the 
Engineers are picked to win a 17-14 thriller. 


In Knoxville, Tenn., Bowden Wyatt has the upset gun loaded 
‘ and aimed at LSU’s 19-game winning streak. Last year Tennessee 
stunned Ole Miss a week after losing to Chattanooga. The Vols 
ended Auburn's 24-game skein as a starter this season. LSU, keyed 
sky high last week to stave off Ole Miss, is ripe for an upset, and 
Tennessee is a dangerous foe in Shields-Watkins.* The Vols get the 
nod by a 7-0 margin.

You can soon learn to hide 
tenseness, on any occasion, by 
putting into practice a few sim- 
ple tricks: Consciously relax 
your body. Then pretend you're 
smelling a rose—your face will 
soften, you'll breathe better, re- 
leasing tension. Look up—turn 
that mental spotlight on other 
people. 

Practice serenity, too. Watch 
for those gestures that are con- 
stantly in use. While they may 
have become so much a part of 
you, that by now you are hardly 
aware of them, they may be a 
source of annoyance to others. 
If you catch yourself biting your 
nails, or twisting a curl around 
your finger, stop and fold your 
hands.
